NOH-IUTERFEBEKOE WITH GEK. SCOTT. 


Mr. Richardson's subsequent explanation in 
the house entirely withdraws the charge im- 
plied in his first statement of the conversa- 
tion of Gen Scott, that he was forced into 
the battle by the president or cabinet. We 
dissented at the time to the propriety of 
stating iu the house conversations between 
different members of the government. The 
revelation of Mr. Richardson has .had great 
influence in assigning the responsibility for 
the Bull's Run defeat. 
Now he has with- 


drawn the implication entirely. 


This takes away the coroboratory evi- 


(dence which snstaiaed Mr. Henry 0. Ray- 
jmond's statement of the dinner table con- 
versation of General Scott; and that state- 
ment itself is shown by critical investiga- 
tion to be so improbable, and is so impair- 
ed by Mr. Raymond's uncandid generaliza- 
tions from it, that it is not now relied upon. 


The National Republican has stated iu 


an authoritative manner that the charge 
that he was forced to fight the battle at Ma- 
nassaa is one that Gen. Scott has rrot made, 
and will not maUe. It says also that Mr. 
Richardson, after the first attack on the 
Bull's Run batteries, when he had himself 
seen the nature of the preparations of the 
enemy, waited 
on the president, and 


stated his apprehensions ; and the Re- 
publican says, if Mr. Richardson 
has 


forgotton the reply of the president, others 
to whom he reported it have not, which was 
in substance that "the president must leave 
it to Gen. Scott to determine the time and 
place of giving battle to the enemy." 
1 The National Republican adds : " The 
president, we believe, has held no other lan- 
guage from first to last, or upon any occa- 
sion. 
It has sometimes been doubted 


whether 'there is such a thing as, fact in. the 
world,' but there is one, established beyond 
all possibility of controversy, it is this one, 
that Gen. Scott was not hurried a single 
day by the president, into the action of July 
21st." 


The attempt to shift the blame to the 


press, the people, and congress, is too pue- 
rile too merit consideration. A government 
that would, try to divert responsibility in 
that way should be subject to an inquest of 
lunacy. 


The truth of history requires it to be stat- 


ed that all the evidence that has been de- 
veloped by the unseemly criminations on 
this subject shows that whatever responsi- 
bility this defeat attaches, belongs to the 
military authority at Washington, and this 
was left entirely at the discretion of Gen. 
Scott. He also seems to have had the dic- 
tation of the amount of men, means anil 
preparation required ; aud so far from the 
advance on Manassas being a deviation 
from his strategic plans for the capture of 
Richmond and the whole confederate army, 
it seems to have been the principal feature 
of_them. 


The impression which went abroad upon

Th« New Revtnue Law* 


There ia some grumbling among a cer 


tain class of papers about the direct tax. 
It is levied chiefly upjti real estate, says 
one. This ia true, if the state does not 
collect the tax, but each state is given the 
authority to assume and collect its ahare of 
the tax, o» all real and personal property, 
as it pleases ; so that the kind of properly 
taxed will be tba same as for state purpos- 
es. The states are allowed 15 per cent, for 
making this collection, trbich is) exceeding- 
ly liberal, and ihia mode of collection will 
undoubtedly be accepted by the states 
which intend to pay. 


All incomes of every kind over $800 are 


to be taxed three per cent. This is not left 
to Uie slates to collect, but the secretary of 
ttie treasury is authorized to appoint col- 
lectors for that purpose. 


It is objected by some that the states in 


rebellion do not bear their proper propor- 
tion of the expense. This is true, only be- 
cause all the laws of the nation are set at 
defiance ii>. those states. The law provides 
that as soon as the authority of the United 
States is established in those states, these 
taxes shall nit be collected, with interest at 
the rate of six per cent, per annum, added. 


The annual incomes taxed under thia law 


are reckoned from the 1st of April, 1861, to 
the 1st cf April 1862, at which time the 
statements are to be called for and the tax 
collected within sixty days thereafter. 
The 


states aro to have till the 30th of June 
1862 to pay in their quota, but must notify 
the general government by the second 
Tuesday in February, 1862, as to their in- 
tention to assume the tax. 


The alteration of the tariff ia not very 


considerable except upon tea, coffee, sugar 
and articles of luxury. 
ThU part of the 


law goes into effect on the 21at of the pres- 
ent month. 


On the whole, thia law will probably be 


found us unobjectionable as any tax law 
that could have been enacted. 
At all 


events let us know all about it before we' 
condemn it. 


No New* From Gen. liyon. 


We have no later news from Gen. Lyon, 


although it was expected, before this time, 
that he had met McCuDoch and obtained a 
victory over him. There is little doubt that 
this will be the case, sooner or later. 
Lyon 


has artillery and disciplined troops, of which 
McCulloch is deficient, while the butternut 
colored troops of the latter are many of 
them on horseback, thus making better 
targets for Lyon'a troops.

The telegraphic synopsis of the proceedings 
of congress, as received here, indicated a 
failure on the part of congress to express a 
direct approval of the acts of the President 
in relation to the rebellion, prior to the ex- 
tra session. The National Intelligencer ex- 
plains that instead of taking 6 vote upon 
the pending joint resolution approving lie 
President's course in calling out the mili- 
tary, &c., a clause waa added iu the senate 
to an army bill declaring approval of all 
the proclamations and orders of the Presi- 
dent since the 4th of March last, aud le- 
galizing them as if they had been done un. 
der previous authority of congress. The 
bouse concurred in this amendment.

CAVALRY REGIMENT.—The San Francis-

aa John Heenan is to John Chinaman. 


" There are thousands of young fellows 


in this state that think nothing ot backing 
a wild Htallion just caught on the prairie, 
aud without saddle, and only a rope around 
the animal's nose for a bridle, sticking to 
their seats until the fierce beast falls mas- 
tered and cowed by sheer exhaustion in the 
effort to rid himself of his novel tormentor. 
What cavalry could stand a rush from a 
band of baud of troopers like these V The 
famous Kirgoi's horsemen of Central Asia 
cannot excel them in managing their steeds. 
If the government, then, is so much in need 
of ready-made cavalry, let it send to Cali- 
fornia. 
We can raise, equip and march 


across the plains, iu ttix mouths, ten regi 
tuenta of tbe best horsemen in the world. 
We just ask to let our vaqueros have ft 
chance." 


IMMENSE QUANTITIES OF MUNITIONS.— 


Heavy wagons were constantly employed 
from morning till night dunug yesterday, 
in conveying to the arsenal the guns, mu- 
nitions, ammunition, <ic., that arrived from 
the east, Tuesday -evening. Some sixty 
tons balls, powder, caps, &c., two hundred 
and fifty boxes of Springfield, Maaa., Minie 
muskets, Austrian 
(needle) rifles, and 


breach loading carbines, were transported 
to and stored in the arsenal. 
Also, some 


thirty gun carriages and as many cassions, 
together with the requisite forges, tools, 
wagons, Ac., for five heavy batteries of ar- 
tjllery. Besides these, there were five bar- 
bette carriages for ten-inch colutnbiadj. 


The heavy cannon remained yesterday at 


the depot, with the exception of one thirty- 
two-pounder, which WHS brought over on 
the ferry-boat and taken by a heavy pair of 
timber wheels, to the arsenal. 


Company C. Captain NeiUerwieser, of 


Col. McNeil's regiment, continued on guard 
at the depot till yesterday morning, and waa 
then relieved by Company A, dipt. Smith's 
Zouaves, of the sa-ne regiment. 


The cannon are principally thirteen feet 


long nnd ten inches bore. They will be 
placed on board the steamer city of Louisi 
ana, which lies at the Illinois shore for that 
purpose.—6V. Louis Democrat.

Last Night's Report. 


FORT MONROE, Aug. 9. 


Scoots and fugitives brought word of the 


approach of a large confederate force from 
Yorktowu. 


A native of Maine, but resident of Geor- 


gia, says he has been stationed at Yorktowu 
since June, and says Friday last Mag ruder 
left Yorktown with a force of 8,000 men, 
including 2,500 cavalry aud 8 pieces of ar- 
tillery. 


Monday night they camped at Great Beth- 


el which was completely deserted. 


Tuesday night they advanced toward 


Hampton, and at noon yesterday, took up 
a position on Black river, some three miles 
from the town. 


He says the object of the expedition is to 


drive out our force at Camp Hamilton or 
Newport News if practicable, and at least 
to destroy Hampton so as to prevent their 
using it for winter quarters. 


Gen. Butler at once repaired to the end 


of Hampton bridge, where he remained till 
11 o'clock. 


Col. Weber raised a barricade near the 


Hampton end of the bridge and placed a 
strong advance at various points this side 
of the creek. 


At ten minutes past midnight, Gen. Ma- 


gruder with about 500 conlederatea entered 
the town aud immediately tired it. 
The 


greater portion of the 500 houses were built 
of wood, and no rain having fallen lately, a 
strong south wind blowing produced a ter- 
rible conflagration. There were perhaps 
twenty whito people and double the number 
of uegroea in the town j from inability to 
move, some of whoso houses were fired with- 
out waking the inmates. Several of the 
whites and aho the negroes were hurried 
away to be pressed into the confederate ser- 
vice. 


A company of rebels attempted to force 


the passage of the bridge, but was repulsed 
with a loss of 33 killed aud 10 wounded. 


The war raged all night. The greater 


portion of the confederates withdrew to- 
wards morning, and at noon, to-day, when 
ho visited the place- there were but 7 or 8 
buildings left standing. 


Gen. Magrudcr has encamped near New 


Market bridge. 


Mayhuw, the deserter, says there have 


been about 1000 confederate troops station- 
ed at Yorktown. 


WASHINGTON, August 9. 


The activity among government team- 


sters is as great as it wan at any time pre- 
vious to the lute battle. 
Much more regard 


than heretofore is paid to tbe comfort and 
subsistence of the soldiers, and little if any 
complaints now exist among tbe>a. 


Soldiers arrive from time to time, includ- 


ing of late a large proportion of cavalry.— 
They are judiciously distributed among our 
now extended Potomac lines. 


The movement of troops during the night 


is certainly an improvement over their im- 
proper exposure. 


Many of those recently appointed to mill- 


itary offices are waiting impatiently for their 
commissions. 


The southern newspapers will not much 


longer exult over the inefficiency of the 
blockade in localities which might be speci- 
fied. The navy department is in posses- 
sion of ample power recently conferred by 
congress, and is expeditiously completing 
arrangements applicable to all sueh cases. 


Ex-minister Faulkner arrived here laat 


night. It is believed he brings despatches 
for the government from Europe. 


Conventions are to be held in Maryland 


for the purpose of nominating state oIKcers. 
One of them will favor the government and 
support its policy: the other will place 
itself on the platform of opposition to tbe 
war, and advocate peace on auy terms. It 
is believed here that the Union men will 
triumph. 


Senator Baker has declined a commission 


as Brig. General. Ho prefers bis seat in 
the senate. 


Senator Lane, of Kansas, has also de- 


cliued the appointment tendered him, and 
will retain his seat in the senate. This dis- 
poses of Mr. Stautou's claim.

Times' Correspondence.—Late this eve 


Prince Napoleon returned with his .suite 
from Manassas. 


Three regiments of cavalry and four of 


rebel infantry held possession of Ftiirfux. 


When it was known at Mauassas that 


Prince Napotson was coming the enthusi- 
asm was wild. Beauregard and Johnston 
were both at Manassas. They received tho 
prince with the greatest possible respect. 
All their pressing invitations and entreaties 
that he would go on to Richmond and see 
President Davis, the prince firmly declined. 
Fortifications at M amiss as are formidable, 
and our guns, particularly of Sherman's, 
form an important part of the confederate's 
defences. 


Beauregard informed the prince that he 


captured (J2 guns at the battle of Bull's 
Run. The dead were not properly buried; 
they were simply put under the ground and 
mine of the feet were seen above. 


Soldiers in Manassas were very numer- 


ous, but poorly dressed. 


At tho departing tho rebels gave the 


prince a salute with 48 guns. 


On returning to Fairfax, Col. Stewart ap- 


proached the carriage of the prince and 
said—" I hope you like our fortifications, 
prince?'1 "Oh, pretty well." "I hope," 
he said again, " you will interfere for us 
when you get home." The diplomatic prince 
shrugged his shoulders as he replica—" 1 
know nothing." 


Three companies of Col. Toucey's regi- 


ment of Kentucky cavalry, reached Wash- 
ington this morning.

The Freeborn arrived 
this evening. 


Her officers contradict tbe report that the 
rebels are erecting batteries on Mathias 
Point. The navigation of the Potomac ia 
unobstructed. It ia reported that batteries 
are now being put up at White House Point. 
On Wednesday night five boats filled with 
armed men were seen by a person to pass 
over from the Maryland side and land at 
that place. 
At Fort Washington all is 


quiet and in good spirits. Several prizes 
lie at the wharf to day. 


The resignations of chief engineer Chas. 


Spencer, and second engineer, Andrew 
Curanca, of the Freeborn, were accepted. 
Cause of the resignations not known. 


Tribune's correspondent says : Gangs of 


men are at work establishing telegraphic 
communication bteween this city and the 
several Jcatnpa, including Fort Corcoran, 
Tent Town, and Col. Sherman's command 
farther up tbe river. 


Herald's despatch.—Relitible intelligence 


has beon received that the rebels are con- 
centrating forces at various points on the 
other side of the river, from Point of Rocks 
to Alexandria. There are 8,0 JO to 10,000 
at Fairfax. A considerable force is in the 
vicinity of Edward's Ferry. Largo bodies 
are at the crossing, and several thousand at 
Letaborg. Ai y»t tbty have made only 


minute reconnoisance in the neighborhood 
of the Chaiu Bridge. 
It is difficult to de- 


termine whether these movements are pre- 
liminary to an attack upon our tines, or to 
guard more closely an entrance into Vir- 
ginia by our army. The opinion of our 
most experienced officers is that they are 
partly defensive. It is reported here that 
an attack upon our lines is contemplated, 
and that the rebels are concentrating forces 
at every available paint, in order to engage 
the same moment our whole line from Har- 
per's Ferry to Alexandria, and prevent the 
concentration offerees on our Bide to resist 
the attack, which will be admirably conceal- 
ed until the precise time for its execution. 
If this be their design they will be signally 
fooled, for the preparations of Gen. McClel- 
lan are equally available for either offensive 
or defensive action. The disposition of his 
forces will enable him to repel an attack 
successfully at any point along the whole 
line, or to move forward his whole column 
simultaneously upon any given point on the 
adjacent borders.

Timei* Washington correspondent says 


the refusal of the democrats of New York 
to unite with the republicans in tbe nomina- 
tion and election of a ticket causes some 
.surprise here, as it iieems to conflict with 
what was supposed to be a plan pre-arrnng- 
ed here, at Washington, and which had far 
its purpose the disintegration of the re- 
publican party. 
Some idea of a union 


ticket was broached in Ohio and has been 
there rejected. These two coincidences, it 
is said among politicians, will now cause 
the entire dissolution of the democratic 
party.

One section of the above provides thnt — 


Any state may assume and pay into the 
treasury of the United States its quota of 
the tax in its own way and manner, by and 
through its own officers, assessors and col- 
lectors; that it shall be lawful to use for 
this purpose the last or any subsequent 
valuation made for the purpose of state 
taxation, and any such state which shall 
give notice to tbe secretary of the treasury 
on or before the second Tuesday of Febru- 
ary next, and in each succeeding year 
thereafter, of its intention to assume and 
pay the direct tar imposed by this act, 
shall be entitled to a deduction of fifteen 
per centum on the quota apportioned to 
sueh state: 
Provided, however, That the 


deduction shall only apply to such part of 
the same as shall be paid into the treasury 
by the last day of June iu tbe year to 
which sueh payment relates, and a deduc- 
tion of ten per centum to such part as shall 
be paid by the last day of September. 


NEW YOUK FIRK ZOUAVES. — The New 


York Fire Zouaves, a regiment eleven hun- 
dred strong when it marched to Bull Hun, 
was reported to have lost nine hundred and 
fifty men. The first stragglers who reach- 
ed Washington pretended that they had 
seen tho whole regiment, with the excep- 
tion of one hundred and fifty, dead on the 
field. 
It turns out that there were only one 


hundred and twenty-nine killed, wounded 
and missing. 


I cut the above from your paper of yes- 


terday, and remark that I was informed by 
a U. 8. officer who was in tho same column 
with the above regiment at Bull Euu, that 
they were the first regiment that were 
brought into action, and were the first to 
break and run, in the early part of the day, 
atid never, as a regiment, fought afterward. 
That they received a volley from the rebels 
in which two men full, one kilted and one 
wounded. That a charge was made upon 
them by a small lot of cavalry, (not tbe 
black horse cavalry, aa reported, for the 
horses were of all colors,) whereupon they 
immediately broke and'iled, and it waa im- 
possible to rally them as a regiment, alt ho' 
there were shots enough in the regiment 
not yet discharged to have unhorsed every 
man. 
Very many instances of great per- 


sonal bravery were exhibited afterward by 
parties attaching themselves to other regi- 
ments. — Cor. Cincinnati Commercial,

The New Revenue Law. 


There is some grumbling among a cer- 


tain class of papers about the direct tax. 
It is levied chiefly uyjii real estate, says 
one. This is true, if the state does not 
collect the tax, but each state is given the 
authority to assume and collect its share of 
the tax, ou all real and personal property, 
as it pleases ; so that the kind of properly 
taxed will be the same as for state purpos- 
es. The states are allowed 15 per cent, for 
making this collection, which is exceeding- 
ly liberal, and this mode of collection will 
undoubtedly be accepted by the states 
which intend to pay. 


All incomes of every kind over $800 are 


to be taxed three per cent. This is not left 
to the states to collect, but the secretary of 
the treasury is authorized to appoint col- 
lectors for that purpose. 


It is objected by some that the states in 


rebellion do not bear their proper propor- 
ttoa of the expense. This is true, only be- 
cause all the laws of the nation are set at 
defiance in those states. The law provides 
that as soon as the authority of the United 
States is established in those states, these 
taxes shall all be collected, with interest at 
the rate of six per cent, per annum, added. 


The annual incomes taxed under this law 


are reckoned from the 1st of April, 1861, to 
the 1st cf April 1862, at which time the 
statements are to be called for and the tax 
collected within sixty days thereafter. 
The 


states are to have till the 30th of June 
1862 to pay in their quota, but must notify 
the general government by the second 
Tuesday in February, 1862, as to their in- 
tention to assume the tax. 


The alteration of the tariff is not very 


considerable except upon tea, coffee, sugar 
and articles of luxury. This part of the 
law goes into effect ou the 21st of the pres- 
ent month. 


On the whole, this law will probably be 


found -as unobjectionable as any tax law 
that could have been enacted. 
At all 


events let us know all about it before we' 
condemn it. 


No Heirs From Gen. Lyon. 


We have no later news from Gen. Lyon, 


although it was expected, before this time, 
that he had met McCulloeh and obtained a 
victory over him. There is little doubt that 
this will be the case, sooner or later. Lyon 
has artillery and disciplined troops, of which 
McCulloeh is deficient, while the butternut 
colored troops of the latter are many of 
them on horseback, thus making better 
targets for Lyon'a troops.

Gen. Pillow is believed to have retired to 


New Madrid. He is not as anxious to go 
to St. Louis by way of Cape Girardeau as 
he was. 
Gen. Fremont is all along that

APPROVAL op THE PRESIDENT'S ACTS.— 


The telegraphic synopsis of the proceedings 
of congress, as received here, indicated a 
failure on the part of congress to express a 
direct approval of the acts of the President 
in relation to the rebellion, prior to the ex- 
tra session. The National Intelligencer ex- 
plains that instead of taking a vote upon 
the pending joint resolution approving the 
President's course in calling out the mili- 
tary, &C., a clause was added in the senate 
to an army bill declaring approval of all 
the proclamations and orders of the Presi- 
dent since the 4th of March last, and le- 
galizing them as if they had been doue un. 
der previous authority of congress. 
The 


house concurred in this amendment.

in this state that think nothing of backing 
a wild stallion just caught on the prairie, 
and without saddle, and only a rope around 
the animal's nose for a bridle, sticking to 
their seats until the fierce beast falls mas- 
tered and cowed by sheer exhaustion in the 
effort to rid himself of his novel tormentor. 
What cavalry could stand a rush from a 
band of band of troopers like these ? 
The 


famous Kirgoi's horsemen of Central Asia 
cannot excel them in managing their steeds. 
If the government, then, is so much in need 
of ready-made cavalry, let it send to Cali- 
fornia. 
We can raise, equip and march 


across the plains, iu six months, ten regi- 
ments of the best horsemen in the world. 
We just ask to let our vaqueros have a 
chance." 


IMMENSE QUANTITIES OF MUNITIONS.— 


Heavy wagons were constantly employed 
from morning till night during yesterday, 
in conveying to the arsenal the guns, mu- 
nitions, ammunition, &c., that arrived from 
the east, Tuesday-evening. Some sixty 
tons balls, powder, caps, &c., two hundred 
and fifty boxes of Springfield, Mass., Minie 
muskets, Austrian (needle) .rifles, and 
breach loading carbines, were transported 
to and stored in the arsenal. Also, some 
thirty gun carriages and as many cassions, 
together with the requisite forges, tools, 
wagons,. &o., for five heavy batteries of ar- 
tillery. Besides these, there were five bar- 
bette carriages for ten-inch columbinds. 


The heavy cannon remained yesterday at 


the depot, with the exception of one thirty- 
two-pounder, which was brought over on 
the ferry-hoat and taken by a heavy pair of 
timber wheels, to the arsenal. 


Company C. Captain Neiderwieser of 


Col. McNeil's regiment, continued on guard 
at the depot till yesterday morning, and was 
then relieved by Company A, Capt. Smith's 
Zouaves, of the sa'iie regiment. 


The cannon are principally thirteen feet 


long and ten inches bore. They will be 
placed on board the steamer city of Louisi 
ana, which lies at the Illinois shore for that 
purpose.—St. Louis Democrat.

Last Night's Report. 


FORT MONROE, Aug. 9. 


Scouts and fugitives brought word of the 


approach of a large confederate force from 
Yorktown. 


A native of Maine, bat resident of Geor- 


gia, says he has been stationed at Yorktown 
since June, and says Friday last Magruder 
left Yorktown with a force of 8,000 men, 
including 2,500 cavalry and 8 pieces of ar- 
tillery. 


Monday night they camped at Great Beth- 


el which was completely deserted. 


Tuesday night they advanced toward 


Hampton, and at noon yesterday, took up 
a position on Black river, some three miles 
from the town. 


He says the object of the expedition ia to 


drive out our force at Camp Hamilton or 
Newport News if practicable, and at least 
to destroy Hampton so as to prevent their 
using it for winter quarters. 


Gen. Butler at once repaired to the end 


of Hampton bridge, where he remained till 
11 o'clock. 


Col. Weber raised a barricade near the 


Hampton end of the bridge and placed a 
strocg advance at various points this side 
of the creek. 


At ten minutes past midnight, Gen. Ma- 


gruder with about 500 confederates entered 
the town and immediately fired it. The 
greater portion of the 500 houses were built 
of wood, and no rain having fallen lately, a 
strong south wind blowing produced a ter- 
rible conflagration. There were perhaps 
twenty white people and double the number 
of negroes in the town; from inability to 
move, some of whose houses were fired with- 
out waking the inmates. Several of the 
whites and also the negroes were hurried 
away to be pressed into the confederate ser- 
vice. 


A company of rebels attempted to force 


the passage of the bridge, but was repulsed 
with a loss of 33 killed and 10 wounded. 


The war raged all night. The greater 


portion of the confederates withdrew to- 
wards morning, and at coon, to-day, when 
he visited the place there were but 7 or 8 
buildings left standing. 


Gen. Magrnder has encamped near New 


Market bridge. 


Mayhevv, the deserter, saya there have 


been about 1000 confederate troops station- 
ed at Yorktown. 


WASHINGTON, August 9. 


The activity among government team- 


sters is as great as it was at any time pre- 
vious to the late battle.

subsistence of the soldiers, and little if an; 
complaints now exist among tbeia.

Prince Napolson was coming the enthusi- 
asm was wild. Beauregard and Johnston 
were both at Manassas. 
Ttey received the 


prince with the greatest possible respect. 
All their pressing invitations and entreaties 
that he would go on to Richmond and see 
President Davis, the prince firmly declined. 
Fortifications at Manassas are formidable, 
and our guns, particularly of Sherman's, 
form an important part of the confederate's 
defences. 


Beauregard informed the prince that he 


captured 62 guns at the battle of Bull's 
Run. The dead were not properly buried ; 
they were simply put under the ground and 
some of the feet were seen above. 


Soldiers in Manassas were very numer- 


ous, but poorly dressed. 


At the departing the rebels gave the 


prince a salute with 48 guns. 


On returning to Fairfax, Col. Stewart ap- 


proached the carriage of the prince and 
said—"I hope you like our fortifications, 
prince?" "Oh, pretty well." "I hope," 
he said again, "you will interfere for us 
when you get home." The diplomatic prince 
shrugged his shoulders as he replied—" I 
know nothing."

The Freeborn arrived 
this evening. 


Her officers contradict the report that the 
rebels are' erecting batteries on Mathias 
Point. The navigation of the Potomac is 
unobstructed. It is reported that batteries 
are now being put up at White House Point. 
On Wednesday night five boats filled with 
armed men were seen by a person to pass 
over from the Maryland side and land at 
that place. 
At Fort Washington all is 


quiet -and in good spirits. 
Several prizes 


lie at the wharf to-day. 


The resignations of chief engineer Chas. 


Spencer, and second engineer, Andrew 
Cnranca, of the Freeborn, were accepted. 
Cause of the resignations not known. 


Tribune's correspondent says : Gangs of 


men are at work establishing telegraphic 
communication bteween this city and the 
several Jcamps, including Fort Corcoran, 
Tent Town, and Col. Sherman's command 
farther up the river. 


Herald's despatch.—Reliable intelligence 


has been received that the rebels are con- 
centrating forces at various points on the 
other side of the river, from Point of Rocks 
to Alexandria. There are 8,0 JO to 10,000 
at Fairfax. 
A considerable force is in the 


vicinity of Edward's Ferry. Largo bodies 
are at the crossing, and several thousand at 
Lewbnrg. A* y«t they have made only 


minute reconnoisance in the neighborhood 
of the Chain Bridge. 
It is difficult to de- 


termine whether these movements are pre- 
liminary to an attack upon our lines, or to 
guard more closely an entrance into Vir- 
ginia by oar army. The opinion of oar 
most experienced officers is that they are 
partly defensive. It is reported here that 
an attack upon our linea is contemplated, 
and that the rebels are concentrating forces 
at every available point, in order to engage 
the same moment our whole line from Har- 
per's Ferry to Alexandria, and prevent the 
concentration of forces on our side to resist 
the attack, which will be admirably conceal 
ed until the precise time for its execution. 
If this be their design they will be signally 
fooled, for the preparations of Gen. McClel- 
lan are equally available tor either offensive 
or defensive action. The disposition of his 
forces will enable him to repel an attack 
successfully at any point along the whole 
line, or to move forward his whole column 
simultaneously upon any given point on the 
adjacent borders.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9. 


Times' Washington correspondent says 


the refusal of the democrats of New York 
to unite with the republicans in the nomina- 
tion and election of a ticket causes some 
surprise here, as it neems to conflict with 
what was supposed to be a plan pre-arrang- 
ed here, at Washington, and which had for 
its purpose the disintegration of the re- 
publican party. 
Some idea of a union 


ticket was broached in Ohio and has been 
there rejected. These two coincidences, it 
is said among politicians, will now cause 
the entire dissolution of the democratic 
party. 


BOSTON, Aug. 10.

One section of the above provides that — 


Any state may assume and pay into the 
treasury of the United States its quota of 
the tax in its own way and manner, by and 
through its own officers, assessors and col- 
lectors ; that it shall be lawful to use for 
this purpose the last or any subsequent 
valuation made for the purpose of state 
taxation, and any such state which shall 
give notice to the secretary of the treasury 
on or before the second Tuesday of Febru- 
ary next, and in each succeeding year 
thereafter, of its intention to assume and 
pay the direct tax imposed by this act, 
shall be entitled to a deduction ol fifteen 
per centum on the quota apportioned to 
such state : Provided, however, That the 
deduction shall only apply to such part of 
the same as shall be paid into the treasury 
by the last day of June iia the year to 
which such payment relates, and a deduc- 
tion of ten per centum to such part as shall 
be paid by the last day of September. 


YORK FIRE ZOTJAVES. — The New 


York Fire Zouaves, a regiment eleven hun- 
dred strong when it marched to Bull Bun, 
was reported to have lost nine hundred and 
fifty men. The first stragglers who reach- 
ed Washington pretended that they had 
seen the whole regiment, with the excep- 
tion of one hundred and fifty, dead on the 
field. It turns out that there were only one 
hundred and twenty-nine killed, wounded 
and missing. 


I cut the above Irom your paper of yes- 


terday, and remark that I was informed by 
a U. ,S. officer who was in the same column 
with the above regiment at Bull Bun, that 
they were the first .regiment that were 
brought iftto" action', and were the first to 
break and run, in the early part of the day, 
and never, as a regimient, fought afterward. 
That they received a volley from the rebels 
in which two men fell, one killed and one 
wounded. That a charge was made upon 
them by a small lot of cavalry, (not the 
black horse cavalry, as reported, for the 
horses were of all colors,) whereupon they 
immediately broke and* fled, and it was im- 
possible to rally them as a regiment, altho' 
there were shots enough in the regiment 
not yet discharged to have unhorsed every 
man. Very many instances of great per- 
sonal bravery were exhibited afterward by 
parties attaching themselves to other regi- 
ments. — Cor. Cincinnati Commercial.

A Napoleonic 


BY JOHN 8. C. ABBOTT. 


In the middle of the month of October, 


1805, the Emperor Napoleon was with his 
magnificent army at Boulogne, preparing 
or the invasion of England. 
Secretly Aus- 


tria aud Russia entered into a coalition 
with England against him, and prepared to 
assail him in the rear. Five hundred thou- 
sand allied troops were immediately on tbe 
march, for the invasion of France, without 
any declaration of war. Of these, 250,000 
were Auatriane, 200,000 Russians, 50,000 
English, Swedes, Neapolitans. 
There were 


also 200,000 Prussians, formidably armed 
and disciplined, eager to join the coalition 
upon the first reverse which should attend 
the French arms. To meet these armies of 
combined Europe, Napoleon had but 186,- 
JOO combatants, 38,000 of whom were 
lorsetnen. 


The alliea supposed that they were mov- 


ing in secresy, and that they were to strike 
their victim by surprise. But a vigilant eye 
was watching them. The moment i be Aus- 
trian troops commenced their niurch, by 
;he invasion of Bavaria, Napoluosi's ally, 
lie put the seal of silence upon all the ave- 
nues of information, and, by means of 20,- 
000 carriages which he had in readiness, 
transported hia army, with almost the speed 
of tbe whirlwind, across France, passed 
both tho Rhino and the Danube, aud plant- 
ed his batteries in the rear of the division 
of 80,000 Austrians who had entered the 
Bavarian kingdom. The retreat of tho foe 
was thus cut off, and he was separated froro 
liis supplies and could hope for no aid,— 
The Austrians could not have been more 
amazed had an army descended from the 
skies. 


As Napoleon was thug rapidly concentra- 


ting big troops in the rear of the foe, he 
wrote to Talleyrand .- 
" The Austrians ore in tbe defiles of the 


Black Forest, 
God grant that they may 


•LMimiii there. My only fear is that we shall 
Tighten them too uitiuli. If tliuy allow me 
to gain a few more marches J shall have 
completely turned them. Forbid the news- 
papers to make any more mention of the 
iirrny than if did not exist." 


Napoleon seemed to be omnipresent.— 


Night and day, almost without food or sleep, 
lie was ou horseback, galloppiug from post 
to post. 
For eight day.4 and nigl ts ot in- 


cessant rain, the Emperor hid not taken off 
liis boots, or even thrown himself upon a 
conch for rest. One night Napoleon over- 
took a brigade of his soldiers on the march. 
Gathering them around him, as B father 
would assemble his children, he explained 
to them minutely the situation of the ene- 
my, and the maneuvers by which lie hoped 
to gian a triumphant and a bloodless victo- 
ry. He bad no fear that there would be n 
single deserter to betray hie trust. As he 
put spurd to liis lior.se and disappeared in 
the darkness, u bur^t of irrepressible en- 
thusiasm cheered him on his way. 


In less than three weeks J0,000 of the 


Austriaiia were taken captive, and :U>,000 
more were trembling behind tho ramparts 
of Ulm, all possibility of escape being cut 
otF. 
Tho butteries of the French were pla- 


ced on the adjacent heights, and now aud 
then a shell fell into the city, portentious of 
the approaching storm. 
Gen. Mack, in de- 


spair, sent ljrince Maurice to tlie emperor 
with a Hag of truce. The prince, as was 
customary on such occasions, was conduct- 
ed through the lines of tho French army lo 
tho emperor's headquarters blindfolded,— 
When the buudtiges were removed he found 
himself in the presence of Napoleon, in n 
storm-torn tent through which tho rain drip- 
aed freely. Tho emperor stood upcn u 
loose bourd, which iilone protected bin feel 
from the water which deluged th« plain.— 
Nothing remained for the Austriana bul 
unconditional surrender. 


The next day was clear, cold nnd bril- 


liant, when a scene was witnessed seldom 
paralleled in the annals of war. 
Thirty-six 


thousand Austrians marched out from the 
city ami laid down their arms before the 
conqueror. 
Napoleon stood upon the hill- 


side, before a camp-fire, us the melancholy 
procession defiled before him. In generous 
terms he said to the officers, humiliated anil 
grief-stricken : 


''Gentlemen—war has its chanced. Often 


victorious, you must expect sometimes to 
be vanquished. Your master wages against 
me tin unjust war. I say it candidly, 1 
know not for what I nm lighting.'' 


The L'Xtiltiilion of tho Ficnch army was 


boundless. Sixty six thousand prisoners, 
two hundred pieces of cannon, ninety stan- 
dards, and an imiiiunrie amount of military 
stores hud been tuktn in a campaign ot 
twenty days, and with the loss of but fifteen 
lundred men. A few thousands only at 
the great army of invasion had escaped, in 
tigitive Land.*, thiough the defiles of the 
mountain?. 


Hut astounding as was this success, the 


French army was slill in imminent peril.— 
But «0,000 of tbe fiUU,UUO of their foes laid 


en captured or dispersed. Alexander of 


Ltussia was hurrying down through the 
plains of Poland, at thu head of 110,000 
roops. 
Dense columns of Au.itriuns, mini- 


Jering 70,000 from Italy and the Tyrol, 
were making forced marches to eombino 
with thu Russian:). 
A Hungarian army, 


80,000 .strong, was goaded forward to join 
tbe enemies of Fiuiicc. Thirty thousand 
English troops, lauded in Hanover, united 
with Swedish and Neapolitan auxiliaries, 
were hastening to the scene of conflict. The 
Queen of Prussia had also effected an inter- 
view between her husLand, Frederic Wil- 
liam, and the Emperor of Russia. The two 
sovereigns met at midnight, in the tomb of 
Frederic the Great at Pottsdam, and over 
the remains of the great warrior pledged 
their mutual faith against France. Prussia 
placed her army of 200,000 men at the ser- 
vice of the allies. Napoleon was nearly 
live hundred miles distant from his capital, 
and all Europe deemed him ruined beyond 
redemption. liis only safety lay in attack- 
ing his vastly out-numbering foes before 
they could concentrate. 
" Forward to Vienna," was the command. 


It waa an audacious march of nearly four 
hundred miles farther into the very heart 
of the enemies' country, regardless of im- 
pregnable fortresses and swarming armies 
upon hia right hand and his left. 
" If Napoleon," says hia brother Louis, 


"in hid bold and often hazardous actions, 
aeemed to calculate wholly ou his good for- 
tune, no person, seemed to leave leas to ac- 
cident in the conception of his plans. 
He 


always considered things under every imag- 
inable aspect. And though he never, or 
scarcely ever experienced reverses, ho was 
in every enterprise, prepared beforehand 
for whatever might happen." 


At the command " Forward to Vienna." 


the whole French army moved resistlesafy 
on, sweeping the valley of the Danube like 
an inundation. 
All Austria was terror- 


stricken. The panic in Vienna was dread 
ful, as each day the resiatleas host drew 
nearer. 
On the morning of tho 13th of 


November the eagles of France glittered 
upon the bights which surrounded the Aus- 
trian capital. Resistance was hopeless.— 
The Emperor Francis, with a fragment of 
his army, had tied to the north, seeking tbe 
protection of Russia. A deputation of cit- 
izens waited upon Napoleon, imploring his 
clemency, nud surrendering to him the keys 
of the city. No private property waa al- 
lowed to he touched. But the government 
chests and arsenals, filled to repletion with 
tho munitions of war, fell into the hands of 
the victor. One hundred thousand mus- 
kets, two thousand cannon, and military 
supplies of every kind replenished theatores 
of the French. 


In forty days the Emperor had transport- 


ed an army of 90,000 men from tbe shores 
of the ocean to the remote capital of Vien- 
na. His descent of tbe Danube waa a con- 
tinued battle and a continued victory. But 
hia situation now seemed more perilous than 
ever before. 
Detachments which be had i 


been forced to leave by the way, to protect 
bis lines of communication, had dwindled 
bis available troops, whom he could lead 
into battle, to but 70,000 men. Armies in 
bis vicinity, amounting to 350,000 men, 
were straining every nerve to concentrate 
and destroy him. He paused for a moment 
to decide where to strike his first blow, and 
then fixing his eyes upon the legions of Al- 
exander crowding down through the defiles 
of the Carpathian mountains, and who were 
soon to be joined by tbe Emperor Francis 
and bis routed troops, he gave again the or- 
der for the onward march. 


The blasts of winter already swept tbe 


hills whitened with snow. But the indom- 
itable heat eagerly following their leader, 
plunged into the wilderness of the north, 
until they disappeared from the observation 
of France. On the 1st of December, tbe 
French, 70,000 in number, met the Rus- 
sians and Austrians, 100,000 strong, on the 
field of Austerlitz, more than a thousand 
miles from the capital of France. The con- 
flict was short and terrible. 
Alexander 


and Francis, from an adjacent eminence, 
witnessed the discomfiture and almost the 
annihilation of their united army. Accom- 
panied by a few guards, they joined the fu- 
gitives and fled from the*gory field. 


A flag of truce, borne by the hand of 


Prince John of Austria, was scut to Napol- 
eon imploring an armistice. It was readi- 
ly granted, and the next morning the Em- 
peroro repaired to an appointed place for 
an interview with Nupolcon. 
He found 


the French Emperor standing by a camp 
fire built by tho fiide of a wind-mill, which 
alone protected him from the wind whicli 
swept from the frozen hills. 
" I receive you," said Napoleon, "in the 


only pulact; whicli I have inhabited for the 
last two months." 
" You have made such good uso of that 


habitation," Francis replied, " that it ought 
to be agreeable to you." 


The terms of peace were soon concluded 


both with Austria and Russia. When the 
Emperor Francis had withdrawn, Napoleon 
walked for some time thoughtfully before 
tbe fire, and WHS overheard.to say: 


" I have acted very unwisely. I could 


have followed up my victory, and have ta- 
ken the whole of tho Russian and Austrian 
armies. They are both entirely in my pow- 
er. 
But—Jet it bo. It will at least cause 


some less tears to be shed." 


Napoleon returned with the utmost ra- 


pidity to Paris, leaving the army to follow 
by easy marches, which occupied three 
months. 


In the Place Vemlome, in Paris, there 


stands a monumental obelisk in bronze, 
reared in honor of the army which achieved 
this wonderful campaign. Tbe monument 
in constructed of cannon taken from the 
enemy. It waa the design of Napoleon to 
have the summit crowned by n. statute of 
peace. 
But tlie imtion decided that the 


statute of Napoleon, whose genius had dis- 
persed the armies of combined despotisms, 
should surmount this trophy of hid own 
achievements. 
When tho allies subse- 


quently drove Napoleon ftom France, and 
reinstated the Bourbons, they hurled the 
statue of the emperor from its proud ele- 
vation. But the French imtion have again 
replaced it upon tho summit of tho shaft, 
and them it will remain until that monu- 
ment shall crumble to the dust.—.A*. F. 
Ledger.

A Napoleonic Campaign. 


BY JOHN S. C.ABBOTT. 


In the middle of the month of October, 


1805, the Emperor Napoleon was with his 
magnificent army at Boulogne, preparing 
for the invasion of England. Secretly Aus- 
tria and Russia entered into a coalition 
with England against him, and prepared to 
assail him in the rear. Five hundred thou- 
sand allied troops were immediately on the 
march, for the invasion of France, without 
any declaration of war. 
Of these, 250,000 


were Austrians, 200,000 Russians, 50,000 
English, Swedes, Neapolitans. There were 
also 200,000 Prussians, formidably armed 
and disciplined, eager to join the coalition 
upon the first reverse which should attend 
the French arms. To meet these armies of 
combined Europe, Napoleon had but 186,- 
000 combatants, 38,000 of whom were 
horsemen. 


The allies supposed that they were mov- 


ing in secresy, and that they were to strike 
their victim by surprise. But a vigilant eye 
was watching them. 
The moment the Aus- 


trian troops commenced their march, by 
the invasion of Bavaria, Napoleon's ally, 
he put the seal of silence upon all the ave- 
nues of information, and, by means of 20,- 
000 carriages which he had in readiness, 
transported his army, with almost the speed 
of the whirlwind, across France, passed 
both the Rhino and the' Danube, and plant- 
ed his batteries in the rear of the division 
of 80,000 Austrians who had entered the 
Bavarian kingdom. The retreat of the foe 
was thus cut off, and he was separated from 
his supplies and could hope for no aid.— 
The Austrians could not have been more 
amazed had an army descended from the 
skies. 


As Napoleon was thus rapidly eoncertra- 


ting his troops in the rear of the foe, he 
wrote to Talleyrand : 
" The Austrians are in the defiles of the 


Black Forest. 
God grant that they may 


remain there. 
My only fear is that we shall 


frighten them too much. 
If they allow me 


to gain a few more marches I shall have 
completely turned them. 
Forbid the news- 


papers to make any more mention of the 
army than if did not exist." 


Napoleon seemed to be omnipresent.— 


Nightand day, almost without food or sleep, 
he was on horseback, gallopping from post 
to post. 
For eight days and nights ot in- 


cessant rain, the Emperor had not taken off 
his boots, or even thrown himself upon a 
couch for rest. 
One night Napoleon over 


took a brigade of his soldiers on the march. 
Gathering them around him, asti father 
would assemble his children, he explained 
to them minutely the situation of the ene- 
my, and the maneuvers by which he hoped 
to gian a triumphant and a bloodloss victo- 
ry. He had no fear that there would be a 
single deserter to betray his trust. 
As he 


put spurs to his horse and disappeared in 
the darkness, a burst of irrepressible en- 
thusiasm cheered him on his way. 


In less than three weeks 30,000 of the 


Austrians were taken captive, and 36,000 
more were trembling behind tho ramparts 
of Ulm, all possibility of escape being cut 
off. 
The batteries of the French were pla- 


ced on the adjacent heights, and now and 
then a. shell fell into the city, portentious ol 
the approaching storm. 
Gen. Mack, in de- 


spair, sent Prince Maurice to the emperor 
with a flag of truce. 
The prince, as was 


customary on such occasions, was conduct 
ed through the lines of the French army to 
the emperor's headquarters blindfolded.— 
When the bandages were removed he fount 
himself in the presence of Napoleon, in E 
storm-torn tent through which the rain drip 
ped freely. 
The emperor stood upon o 


loose board, which alone protected his feet 
from the water which deluged the plain.— 
Nothing remained for the Austrians but 
unconditional surrender. 


The next day was clear, cold and bril 


liant, when a scene was witnessed seldom 
paralleled in the annals ofwsr. 
Thirty-six 


thousand Austrians marched out from the 
city and laid down their arms before the 
conqueror. 
Napoleon stood upon the hill- 


side, before a camp-fire, as the melancholy 
procession defiled before him. In generous 
terms he said to the officers, humiliated anc 
grief-stricken : 


"Gentlemen—warhasits chances. 
Often 


victorious, you must expect sometimes to 
be vanquished. Y'our master wapesagainsi 
me an unjust war. I say it candidly, ] 
know not for what I am fighting." 


The exultation of theFiench army was 


boundless. 
Sixty six thousand prisoners, 


two hundred pieces of cannon, ninety stan- 
dards, and an immense amount of military 
itores had been taken in a campaign o: 
wenty dajs, and with the loss of but fifteen 
mndred men. A few thousands only ol 
he great army of invasion had escaped, in 
ugitive Lands, through the defiles of the 
mountains. 


But astounding as was this success, the 


Trench army was still in imminent peril.— 
iut 80,000 of the 500,000 of their foes hac 
>een captured or dispersed. Alexander o: 
iussia was hurrying down through the 
plains of Poland, at the head of 116,000 
roops. 
Dense columns of Austrians, num 


bering 70,000 from Italy and the Tyrol 
vere making forced marche.-i to combine 
ith the Russians. 
A Hungarian army 


iO,000 strong, was goaded forward to join 
the enemies of France. 
Thirty thousand 


English troops, landed in Hanover, unitec 
with Swedish and Neapolitan auxiliaries 
were hastening to the scene of conflict. The 
Queen of Prussia had also effected an inter 
view between her husland, Frederic Wil 
iam, and the Emperor of Russia, The two 
sovereigns met at midnight, in the tomb o 
Frederic the Great at Pottsdam, and ovei 
the remains of the great warrior pledgee 
,heir mutual faith against France. Prussia 
placed her army of 200,000 men at the ser 
ice of the allies. 
Napoleon was nearb 


ive hundre.d miles distant from his capital 
and all Europe deemed him ruined beyonc 
redemption. 
His only safety lay in attack 


ng his vastly oot-numbering foes before 
they could concentrate. 


Forward to Vienna," was the command 


It was an audacious march of nearly four 
hundred miles farther into the very hear 
of the enemies' country, regardless of im 
pregnable fortresses and swarming armies 
upon his right hand and his left, 
" If Napoleon," says his brother Louis 


"in his bold and often hazardous actions 
seemed to calculate wholly on his good for 
tune, no person, seemed to leave less to ac 
cident in the conception of his plans. 
He 


always considered things under every imag 
inable aspect. And though he never, o 
scarcely ever experienced reverses, hfi wa, 
in every enterprise, prepared beforeham 
for whatever might happen." 


At the command "Forward to Vienna.' 


the whole French.army moved resistless! 
on, sweeping the valley of the Danube lik 
an inundation. 
All Austria was terror 


stricken. The panic in Vienna was dread 
ful, as each day the resistless host dre% 
nearer. 
On the morning ot the 13th o 


November the eagles of France glittere 
upon the bights which surrounded the Aus 
trian capital. Resistance was hopeless.— 
The Emperor Francis, with a fragment o 
his army, had fled to the north, seeking th 
protection of Russia. 
A deputation of cit 


izens waited upon Napoleon, imploring hi 
clemency, aud surrendering to him the key 
of the city. No private property was a 
lowed to be touched. But the governmen 
chests and arsenals, filled to repletion wit 
the munitions of war, fell into the hands o 
the victor. 
One hundred thousand mus 


kets, two thousand cannon, and militar 
supplies of every kind replenished the store 
of the French. 


In forty days the Emperor had transport- 


d an army of 90,000 men from the shores 
f the ocean to the remote capital of Vien- 
a. His descent of the Danube was a con- 
nusd battle and a continued victory. But 
is situation now seemed more perilous than 
ver before. 
Detachments which he had 


een forced to leave by the way, to protect 
is lines of communication, had dwindled 
is available troops, whom he conld lead 
nto battle, to but 70,000 men. 
Armies iu 


is vicinity, amounting to 350,000 men, 
rere straining every nerve to concentrate 
nd destroy him. 
He paused for a moment 


o decide where to strike his first blow, and 
ben fixing his eyes upon the legions of Al- 
xander crowding down through the defiles 
f the Carpathian mountains, and who were 
oon to be joined by the Emperor Francis 
nd his routed troops, he gave again the or- 
er for the onward march. 


The blasts of winter already swept the 


lills whitened with snow. 
But the indom- 


table host eagerly following their leader, 
lunged into the wilderness of the north, 
intil they disappeared from the observation 
f France. On the 1st of December, the 
Drench, 70,000 in number, met the Rus- 
ians and Austrians, 100,000 strong, on the 
eld of Austerlitz, more than a thousand 


miles from the capital of France. The con- 
iict was short and terrible. 
Alexander 


and Francis, from an adjacent eminence, 
witnessed the discomfiture and almost the 
annihilation of their united army. Accom- 


anied by a few guards, they joined the fu- 
;itives and fled from the"gory field. 


A flag of truce, borne bv the hand of 


Prince John of Austria, was sent to Napol- 
eon imploring an armistice. 
It was readi- 


y granted, and the next morning the Em- 
>eroro repaired to an appointed place for 
an interview with Napoleon, 
He found 


,he French Emperor standing by a camp 
ire built by the side of a wind-mill, which 
lone protected him from the wind which 
jwept from the frozen hills. 


"I receive yon," said Napoleon, "in the 


only palace which I have inhabited for the 
ast two months." 


"You have made such good use of that 


labitation," Francis replied, "that it ought 
,o be agreeable to you." 


The terms of peace were soon concluded 


)oth with Austria and Russia. 
When the 


mperor Francis had withdrawn, Napoleon 


walked for some time thoughtfully before 
he fire, and was overheard-to say: 


" I have acted very 'unwisely. I could 


jave followed up my victory, and have ta- 
ceu the whole of the Russian and Austrian 
armies. 
They are both entirely in my pow- 


er. 
But—let it be. It will at least cause 


some less tears to be shed." 


Napoleon returned with the utmost ra- 


sidity to Paris, leaving the army to follow 
jy easy marches, which occupied three 
months. 


In the Place Vendome, in Paris, there 


stands a monumental obelisk in bronze, 
reared in honor of the army which achieved 
;his wonderful campaign. 
The monument 


is constructed of cannon taken from the 
enemy. It was the design of Napoleon to 
nave the summit crowned by a statute of 
peace. 
But the nation decided that the 


statute of Napoleon, whose genius had dis- 
persed the armies of combined despotisms, 
should surmount this trophy of his own 
achievements. 
When the allies subse- 


quently drove Napoleon from France, and 
reinstated the Bourbons, they hurled the 
statue of the emperor from its proud ele- 
vation. 
But the French nation have again 


replaced it upon the summit of the shaft, 
and there it will remain until that monu- 
ment shall crumble to the dust.—JV. Y. 
Ledger.

NON-INTERFERENCE WITH GEX. SCOTT.— 


Mr. Richardson's subsequent explanation in 
the house entirely withdraws the charge im- 
plied in his first statement of the conversa- 
tion of Gen Scott, that he was forced into 
the battle by the president or cabinet. We 
dissented at the time to the propriety of 
stating iu the bouse conversations between 
different members of the government. The 
revelation of Mr. Richardsou has .had great 
influence in assigning the responsibility for 
the Bull's Run defeat. Now he has with- 
drawn the implication entirely.

publican says, if Mr. Richardson

to whom he reported it have not, which was 
in substance that "the president must leave 
it to Gen. Scott to determine the time and 
place of giving battle to the enemy." 


The National Republican adds : " The 


president, we believe, has held no other lan- 
guage from first to last, or upon any occa- 
sion. 
It has sometimes been doubted 


whether 'there is such a thinjr as, fact in the 
world,' but there is one, established beyond 
all possibility of controversy, it is this one-, 
that Gen. Scott was not hurried a single 
day by the president, into the action of July 
21st." 


The attempt to shift the blame to the 


press, the people, and congress, is too pue- 
rile too merit consideration. A government 
that would try to divert respousibility in 
that way should be subject to an inquest ol 
lunacy. 


The truth of history require? it to be stat- 


ed that all the evidence that has been de- 
veloped by the unseemly criminations on 
this subject shows that whatever responsi- 
bility this defeat attaches, belongs to the 
military authority at Washington, and this 
was left entirely at the discretion of Gen. 
Scott. 
He also seems to have had the dic- 


tation of the amount of men, means and 
preparation required ; aud so far from the 
advance on Manassas being a deviation 
from his strategic plans for the capture of 
Richmond and the whole confederate army, 
it seems to have been the principal feature 
of them. 


The impression which went abroad upon 


the heel of the defeat, and which was 
strengthened by the superseding of Gen. 
McDowell, that he had deviated from the 
plan of the attack, also turns out to be erro- 
neous. The attack was made according to 
the plan of the lieutenant general. 


The newspaper press, with its proverbial 


sagacity, upon this disaster raised a cry that 
it was because Gen. Scott's plans had been 
interfered with, and demanded thathesho'd 
be allowed full discretion and control. The 
New York Tribune made a public confes- 
sion of its error, and begged Gen. Scott to 
take the entire management. It will prob- 
ably console these jourua[3 to know that 
General Scott had the entire management 
from the start.— Crncinnati Gazette.

The New Revenue 
Law. 


There is some grumbling among a cer- 


tain class of papers about tbe direct tax. 
It is levied chiefly upjii real estate, says 
one. This is true, i( the state does not 
collect the tax, but each state is given the 
authority to assume and collect its share of 
the tax, ou all real and personal property, 
as it pleases; so that the kind of property 
taxed will be the same as for state purpos- 
es. The states are allowed 15 per cent, for 
making this collection, which is exceeding- 
ly liberal, and this mode of collection will 
undoubtedly be accepted by the states 
which intend to pay. 


All incomes of every kind over $800 are 


to be taxed three per cent. This is not left 
to the states to collect, but the secretary of 
the treasury is authorized to appoint col- 
lectors for that purpose. 


It is objected by some that the states in 


rebellion do not bear their proper propor- 
tion of the expense. This is true, only be- 
cause all the laws of the nation are set at 
defiance in those states. The law provides 
that as soon as the authority of the United 
States is established in those states, these 
taxes shall all be collected, with interest at 
the rate of six per cent, per annum, added. 


The annual incomes taxed under this law 


are reckoned from the 1st of April, 1861, to 
the 1st cf April 1862, at which time the 
statements are to be called for and the tax 
collected within sixty days thereafter. 
The 


states are to have till the 30th of June 
1862 to pay in their quota, but must notify 
the general government by the second 
Tuesday in February, 1862, as to their in- 
tention to assume the tax. 


The alteration of the tariff is not very 


considerable except upon tea, coffee, sugar 
and articles of luxury. This part of the 
law goes into effect on the 21st of the pres- 
ent month. 


On the whole, this law will probably be 


found as unobjectionable as any tax law 
that could have been enacted. 
At all 


events let us know all abont it before we' 
condemn it. 


No New* From Gen. Lyon. 


We have no later news from Gen. Lyon, 


although it was expected, before this time, 
that he had met McCulloch and obtained a 
yictory over him. There is little doubt that 
this will be the case, sooner or later. Lyon 
has artillery and disciplined troops, of which 
McCulloch is deficient, while the butternut 
colored troops of the latter are many of 
them on horseback, thus making better 
targets for Lyon's troops.

Gen. Pillow is believed to have retired to 


New Madrid. 
He is not as anxious to go 


to St. Louis by way of Cape Girardean as 
he was.

APPROVAL OF THE PRESIDENT'S ACTS.—

him and two other secessionits, and rode 
back, when he fell from his horse and died 
in two hours.

CAVALRY KEOIMENT.—The San Francis- 


co Bulletin, alluding to the necessity of the 
employment of cavalry regiments in the ex-

horse, and for graceful equestrianship they 
may be worthy of some admiration, but a 
California 'vaquero,' brought np on the 
plains, and employed all his life in chasing 
cattle, breaking horses and lassooing buffa- 
loes, is as far superior to him in the saddle 
as John Heenan is to John Chinaman. 
" There are thousands of young fellows 


in this state that think nothing of backing 
a wild stallion just caught on the prairie, 
and without saddle, and only a rope around 
the animal's nose lor a bridle, sticking to 
their seats until the fierce beast falls mas- 
tered and cowed by sheer exhaustion in the 
effort to rid himself of his novel tormentor. 
What cavalry could stand a rush from a 
band of band of troopers like these ? The 
famous Kirgoi's horsemen of Central Asia 
cannot excel them in managing their steeds. 
If the government, then, is so much in need 
of ready-made cavalry, let it send to Cali- 
fornia. 
We can raise, equip and march 


across the plains, in six months, ten regi- 
ments of the best horsemen in the world. 
We just ask to let our vaqueros have a 
chance." 


IMMENSE QUANTITIES OF MUNITIONS.— 


Heavy wagons were constantly employed 
from morning till night during yesterday, 
in conveying to the arsenal the guns, mu- 
nitions, ammunition, &c., that arrived from 
the east, Tuesday-evening.

CoL McNeil's regiment, continued on guard 
at the depot till yesterday morning, and was 
then relieved by Company A, Capt. Smith's 
Zouaves, of the sa-ne regiment. 


The cannon are principally thirteen feet 


long and ten inches bore. 
They will _be 


placed on board the steamer city of Louisi- 
ana, which lies at the Illinois shore for that 
pnrpose.—St. Louis Democrat.

Last Night's Report. 


FORT MONROE, Aug. 9. 


Scouts and fugitives brought word of the 


approach of a large confederate force from 
Yorktown. 


A native of Maine, but resident of Geor- 


gia, says he has been stationed at Yorktown 
since J une, and says Friday last Magruder 
left Yorktown with a force of 8,000 men, 
including 2,500 cavalry and 8 pieces of ar- 
tillery. 


Monday night they camped at Great Beth- 


el which was completely deserted. 


Tuesday night they advanced toward 


Hampton, and at noon yesterday, took np 
a position on Black river, some three miles 
from the town. 


He says the object of the expedition is to 


drive out our force at Camp Hamilton or 
Newport News if practicable, and at least 
to destroy Hampton so as to prevent their 
using it for winter quarters. 


Gen. Butler at once repaired to the end 


of Hampton bridge, where he remained till 
11 o'clock. 


Col. Weber raised a barricade near the 


Hampton end of the bridge and placed a 
strong advance at various points this side 
of the creek. 


At ten minutes past midnight, Gen. Ma- 


gruder with about 500 confederates entered 
the town and immediately fired it. The 
greater portion of the 500 houses were built 
of wood, and no rain having fallen lately, a 
strong south wind blowing produced a ter- 
rible conflagration. There were perhaps 
twenty white people and double the number 
of negroes in the town; from inability to 
move, some of whose houses were fired with- 
out waking the inmates. 
Several of the 


whites and ako tbe negroes were hurried 
away to be pressed into the confederate ser- 
vice. 


A company of rebels attempted to force 


the passage of the bridge, but was repulsed 
with a loss of 33 killed and 10 wounded. 


The war raged all night. The greater 


portion of the confederates withdrew to- 
wards morning, and at noon, to-day, when 
he visited the place there were but 7 or 8 
buildings left standing. 


Gen. Magruder has encamped near New 


Market bridge. 


Mayhew, the deserter, says there have 


been about 1000 confederate troops station- 
ed at Yorktown. 


WASHINGTON, August 9. 


The activity among government team- 


sters is as great as it was at any time pre- 
vious to tbe late battle. 
Much more regard 


than heretofore is paid to the comfort and 
subsistence of the soldiers, and little if any 
complaints now exist among the,a. 


Soldiers arrive from time to time, includ- 


ing of late a large proportion of cavalry.— 
They are judiciously distributed among our 
now extended Potomac lines. 


The movement of troops during the night 


is certainly an improvemeut over their im- 
proper exposure. 


Many of those recently appointed to mili- 


itary offices are waiting impatiently for their 
commissions. 


The southern newspapers will not much 


longer exult over the inefficiency of the 
blockade in localities which might be speci- 
fied. The navy department is in posses- 
sion of ample power recently conferred by 
congress, and is expeditiously completing 
arrangements applicable to all such cases. 


Ex-minister Faulkner arrived here last 


night. It is believed he brings despatches 
for the government from Europe. 


Conventions are to be held in Maryland 


for the purpose of nominating state officers.

prince?" "Oh, pretty well." "I hope," 
he said again, "you will interfere for us 
when you get home." The diplomatic prince 
shrugged his shoulders as he replied—" I 
know nothing." 


Three companies of Col. Toucey's regi- 


ment of Kentucky cavalry, reached Wash- 
ington this morning. 


It is well authenticated that the man

ber of the rebel congress. 
He will be held 


as hostage for Mr. Ely from New York. 


World's despatch.—Mr. Wilson of Chi-

Herald's despatch.—Reliable intelligence 


has been received that the rebels are con- 
centrating forces at various points on the 
other side of the river, from Point of Rocks 
to Alexandria.

A considerable force is in the 
vicinity of Edward's Ferry. Largo bodies 
are at the crossing, and several thousand at 
Lewburg.

It is difficult to de- 
termine whether these movements are pre- 
liminary to an attack upon our lines, or to 
guard more closely an entrance into Vir- 
ginia by our army.

It is reported here that 
an attack upon our lines is contemplated, 
and that the rebels are concentrating forces 
at every available point, in order to engage 
the same moment our whole line from Har- 
per's Ferry to Alexandria, and prevent the 
concentration of forces on our side to resist 
the attack, which will be admirably conceal- 
ed until the precise time for its execution 
If this be their design they will be signally 
fooled, for the preparations of Gen. McClel- 
lan are equally available for either offensive 
or defensive action. The disposition of his 
forces will enable him to repel an attack 
successfully at any point along the whole 
line, or to move forward his whole column 
simultaneously upon any given point on the 
adjacent borders.

One section of the above provides that— 


Any state may assume and pay into the 
treasury of the United States its quota of 
the tax in its own way and manner, by and 
through its own officers, assessors and col- 
lectors ; that it shall be lawful to use for 
this purpose the last or any subsequent 
valuation made for the purpose of state 
taxation, and any such state which shall 
give notice to the secretary of the treasury 
on or before the second Tuesday of Febru- 
ary next, and in each succeeding year 
tbereafter, of its intention to assume and 
pay the direct tax imposed by this act, 
shall be entitled to a deduction of fifteen 
per centum on the quota apportioned to 
such state: Provided, however, That the 
deduction shall only apply to such part of 
the same as shall be paid into the treasury 
by th« last day of June in the year to 
which such payment relates, and a deduc- 
tion of ten per centum to such part as shall 
be paid by the last day of September. 


NEW YORK FIRE ZOUAVES.—The New 


York Fire Zouaves, a regiment eleven hun- 
dred strong when it marched to Bull Baa, 
was reported to have lost nine hundred and 
fifty men. Tha first stragglers who reach- 
ed Washington pretended that they had 
seen the whole regiment, with the excep- 
tion of one hundred and fifty, dead on the 
field. It turns out that there were only one 
hundred and twenty-nine killed, wounded 
and missing. 


I cut the above from your paper of yes- 


terday, and remark that I was informed by 
a U. S. officer who was in the same column 
with the above regiment at Bull Run, that 
they were the first regiment that were 
brought into action, and were the first to 
break and run, in the early part of the day, 
and never, as a regiment, fought afterward. 
That they received a volley from the rebels 
in which two men fell, one killed and one 
wounded. That a charge was made upon 
them by a small lot of cavalry, (not the 
black horse cavalry, as reported, for the 
horses were of all colors,) whereupon they 
immediately broke and'fled, and it was im- 
possible to rally them as a regiment, altho' 
there were shots enough in the regiment 
not yet discharged to have unhorsed every 
man. Very many instances of great per- 
sonal bravery were exhibited afterward by 
parties attaching themselves to other regi- 
ments.—Cor. Cincinnati Commercial.

A Napoleonic Campaign. 


BY JOHN S. C. ABBOTT. 


In the middle of the month of October, 


1805, the Emperor Napoleon was with his 
magnificent army at Boulogne, preparing 
for the invasion of England. Secretly Aus- 
tria and Russia entered into a coalition 
with England against him, and prepared to 
assail him in the rear. Five hundred thou- 
sand allied troops were immediately on the 
march, for the invasion of France, without 
any declaration of war. 
Of these, 250,000 


were Austrians, 200,000 Russians, 50,000 
E nglish, Swedes, Neapolitans. 
There were 


also 200,000 Prussians, formidably armed 
and disciplined, eager to join the coalition 
upon the first reverse which should attend 
the French arms. To meet these armies of 
combined Europe, Napoleon had but 186,- 
000 combatants, 38,000 of whom were 
horsemen. 


The allies supposed that they were mov- 


ing in secresy, and that they were to strike 
their victim by surprise. But a vigilant eye 
was watching them. The moment the Aus- 
trian troops commenced their march, by 
the invasion of Bavaria, Napoleon's ally, 
he put the seal of silence upon all the ave- 
nues of information, and, by means of 20,- 
000 carriages which he had in readiness, 
transported his army, with almost the speed 
of the whirlwind, across France, passed 
both the Rhine and the Danube, and plant- 
ed his batteries in the rear of the division 
of 80,000 Austrians who had entered the 
Bavarian kingdom. The retreat of the foe 
was thus cut off, and he was separated from 
his supplies and could hope for no aid.— 
The Austrians could not have been more 
amazed had an army descended from the 
skies. 


As Napoleon was thus rapidly concentra 


ting his troops in the rear of the foe, he 
wrote to Talleyrand : 
" The Austrians are in the defiles of the 


Black Forest. God grant that they may 
remain there. My only fear is that we shall 
frighten them too much. If they allow me 
to gain a few more marches I shall have 
completely turned them. Forbid the news 
papers to make any more mention of the 
army than if did not exist." 


Napoleon seemed to be omnipresent.— 


Nightand day, almost without food or sleep 
be was on horseback, gallopping from post 
to post. For eight days and nights ot in- 
cessant rain, the Emperor had not taken off 
his boots, or even thrown himself upon a 
couch for rest. One night Napoleon over- 
took a brigade of his soldiers on the march. 
Gathering them around him, as'B father 
would assemble his childrea, he explained 
to them minutely the situation of the ene 
my, and the maneuvers by which he hoped 
to gian a triumphant and a bloodless victo- 
ry. He had no fear that there would be a 
single deserter to betray his trust. As he 
put spurs to his horse and disappeared in 
the darkness, a burst of irrepressible en- 
thusiasm cheered him on his way. 


In less than three weeks 30,000 of the 


Austrians were taken captive, and 36,000 
more were trembling behind the ramparts 
of Ulm, all possibility of escape being cut 
off. 
The batteries of the French were pla- 


ced on the adjacent heights, and now anc 
then a shell fell into the city, portentious of 
the approaching storm. Gen. Mack, in de 
spair, sent Prince Maurice to the emperor 
with a flag of truce. The prince, as was 
customary on such occasions, was conduct 
ed through the lines of the French army to 
the emperor's headquarters blindfolded.— 
When the bnudjiges were removed he founc 
himself in the presence of Napoleon, in a 
storm-torn tent through which the rain drip 
ped freely. 
The emperor stood upon a 


loose board, which alone protected his feet 
from the water which deluged the plain.— 
Nothing remained for the Austrians but 
unconditional surrender. 


The next day was clear, cold and bril 


liant, when a scene was witnessed seldom 
paralleled in the annals of war. Thirty-six 
thousand Austrians marched out from the 
city and laid down their arms before thi 
conqueror. Napoleon stood upon the hill 
side, before a camp-fire, as the melancholy 
procession defiled before him. In generous 
terms he said to the officers, humiliated and 
grief-stricken : 


"Gentlemen—war has its chances. Often 


victorious, you must expect sometimes to 
be vanquished. Your master wages againa 
me an unjust war. I say it candidly, ] 
know not for what I am fighting." 


The exultation of the Fiench army was 


boundless. Sixty six thousand prisoners, 
two hundred pieces of cannon, ninety stan 
dards, and an immense amount of military 
itores had been taken in a campaign o 
wenty days, and with the loss of but fifteen 
mndred men. A few thousands only o! 
he great army of invasion had escaped, in 
'ugitive Lands, through the defiles of the 
mountains. 


But astounding as was this success, the 


Trench army was still in imminent peril.— 
iut 80,000 of the 500,000 of their foes hac 
>eeu captured or dispersed. Alexander of 
Russia was hurrying down through the 
jlains of Poland, at the head of 116,000 
roops. Dense columns of Austrians, mini 
bering 70,000 from Italy and the Tyrol 
were making forced marches to combine 


ith the Russians. A Hungarian army 


80,000 strong, was goaded forward to join 
the enemies of Franco. Thirty thousand 
English troops, landed in Hanover, unitec 
with Swedish and Neapolitan auxiliaries 
were hastening to the scene of conflict. The 
Queen of Prussia had also effected an inter 
view between her husLand, Frederic Wil 
iam, and the Emperor of Russia. The twi 
sovereigns met at midnight, in the tomb o 
Frederic the Great at Pottsdam, and ovei 
the remains of the great warrior pledget 
their mutual faith against France. Prussia 
placed her army of 200,000 men at the ser 
nee of the allies. Napoleon was nearly 
ive hundred miles distant from his capital 
and all Europe deemed him ruined beyom 
redemption. His only safety lay in attack 
ing his vastly out-numbering foes before 
they could concentrate. 
" Forward to Vienna," was the command 


It was an audacious march of nearly fou 
hundred miles farther into the very hear 
of the enemies' country, regardless of im 
pregnable fortresses and swarming armies 
upon his right hand and his left. 
" If Napoleon," says his brother Louis 


•' in his bold and often hazardous actions 
seemed to calculate wholly on his good for 
tune, no person, seemed to leave less to ac 
cident in the conception of his plans. 
He 


always considered things under every imag 
inable aspect. And though he never, o 
scarcely ever experienced reverses, hfi wa 
in every enterprise, prepared beforehani 
for whatever might happen." 


At the command " Forward to Vienna,' 


the whole French.army moved resistlesslj 
on, sweeping the valley of the Danube lik 
an inundation. All Austria was terror 
stricken. The panic in Vienna was dread 
ful, as each day the resistless host dr 
nearer. 
On the morning ot the 13th o 


November the eagles of France glittere 
upon the hights which surrounded the Aus 
trian capital. Resistance was hopeless.— 
The Emperor Francis, with a fragment o 
his army, bad fled to the north, seeking th 
protection of Russia. A deputation of cit 
izens waited upon Napoleon, imploring hi 
clemency, and surrendering to him the key 
of the city. No private property was a 
lowed to be touched. But the governmen 
chests and arsenals, filled to repletion wit 
the munitions of war, fell into the hands o 
the victor. One hundred thousand mu 
kets, two thousand cannon, and militar 
supplies of every kind replenished the store 
of the French. 


In forty days the Emperor had transport- 


d an army of 90,000 men from the shores 
f the ocean to the remote capital of Vien- 
a. His descent of the Danube was a con- 
inued battle and a continued victory. But 
is situation now seemed more perilous than 
ver before. Detachments which he had 
•een forced to leave by the way, to protect 
is lines of communication, had dwindled 
.is available troops, whom he could lead 
nto battle, to but 70,000 men. Armies in 
is vicinity, amounting to 350,000 men, 
rere straining every nerve to concentrate 
.nd destroy him. He paused for a moment 
o decide where to strike his first blow, and 
ben fixing his eyes upon the legions of Al- 
xander crowding down through the defiles 
f the Carpathian mountains, and who were 
oon to be joined by the Emperor Francis 
md his routed troops, he gave again the or- 
.er for the onward march. 


The blasts of winter already swept the 


hills whitened with snow. But the indom- 
table host eagerly following their leader, 
plunged into the wilderness of the north, 
mtil they disappeared from the observation 
of France. On the 1st of December, the 
Trench, 70,000 in number, met the Rus- 
ians and Austrians, 100,000 strong, on the 
ield of Austerlitz, more than a thousand 
miles from the capital of France. The con- 
[ict was short and terrible. 
Alexander 


and Francis, from an adjacent eminence, 
witnessed the discomfiture and almost the 
annihilation of their united army. Accom- 
mnied by a few guards, they joined the fu- 
jitives and fled from the^gory field. 


A flag of truce, borne by the hand of 


'rince John of Austria, was sent to Napol- 
eon imploring an armistice. It was readi- 
y granted, and the next morning the Em- 
leroro repaired to an appointed place for 
in interview with Napoleon. He found 
he French Emperor standing by a camp 
ire built by the side of a wind-mill, which 
.lone protected him from the wind which 
swept from the frozen hills. 
" I receive you,'' said Napoleon, " in the 


only palace which I have inhabited for the 
ast two months." 
" You have made such good use of that 


habitation," Francis replied, " that it ought 
,o be agreeable to you." 


The terms of peace were soon concluded 


>oth with Austria and Russia. When the 
2mperor Francis iiaU withdrawn, Napoleon 
walked for some t:rne thoughtfully before 
he fire, and was overheard-to say: 
" I have acted very unwisely. I could 


lave followed up my victory, and have ta- 
ten the whole of the Russian and Austrian 
armies. They are both entirely in my pow- 
er. But—let it be 
It will at least cause 


some less tears to be shed." 


Napoleon returned with the utmost ra- 


pidity to Paris, leaving the army to follow 
jy easy marches, which occupied three 
months. 


In the Place Vendome, in Paris, there 


stands a monumental obelisk in bronze, 
reared in honor of the army which achieved 
:his wonderful campaign. The monument 
is constructed of cannon taken from the 
enemy. It was the design of Napoleon to 
bave the summit crowned by a statute of 
peace. But the nation decided that the 
statute of Napoleon, whose genius had dis 
persed the armies of combined despotisms, 
should surmount this trophy of his own 
achievements. 
When the allies subse- 


quently drove Napoleon from France, and 
reinstated the Bourbons, they hurled the 
statue of the emperor from its proud ele- 
vation. Bnt the French nation have again 
replaced it upon the summit of the shaft, 
and there it will remain until that monu- 
ment shall crumble to the dust.—N. T. 
Ledger.
